CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 USC § 1 02 

Claims 1-4, 7-11, 14-18, 21-25 and 28 stand rejected under 35 USC §102(b) has been 
anticipated by Jenkins et al. (U.S. patent No. 6,002,868). Please cancel claims 1-4, 7-11, 14-18, 
21-25 and 28. Accordingly, applicants believe the rejections to the claims should be removed.

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Claims 5, 6, 12, 13, 19, 20, 26 and 27 are objected to and would be considered allowable 
if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Claims 5, 6, 12, 13, 19, 20, 26 and 27 have been rewritten in independent form including 
all limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Accordingly, applicants believe 
claims 5, 6, 12, 13, 19, 20, 26 and 27 are allowable as amended.
